Immense Crane Built 
For London Railway 


Will Automatically

An immense crane being erected in 
connection with the Metropolitan 
Railway’s new $3,750,000 building, is 
the largest of its kind in the world, 
and differs entirely from the three- 
legged type now familiar to London- 
ers. 

It comprises a single “leg’’ nearly 
150 feet in height, and is surrounded 
by a steel lattice-work jib 190 feet 
long, while protruding from and run- 
ning down the centre of the “leg” is 
a great steel pivot which enables the 
crane to revolve in a complete circle 
without difliculty. 

A feature of particular interest in 
connection with the crane is that it is 
so constructed that when left at night 
unattended it will automatically ro- 
tate, in the manner of a weather vane 
and so adjust itself to any 
ssure that may arise.
